Then the Cardinal rose, bade his visitor farewell, and 
hastened into the Cathedral. Returning to the office 
of the Cardinal’s Secretary, the pilgrim from Graymoor 
expressed his disappoint- 
ment at the outcome of 
the interview. But the 
secretary said: “The 
man you ought to see is 
the Apostolic Delegate, 
Monsignor Falconio. I 
was his secretary before 
I came here to perform 
the same office for His 
Eminence, the Cardinal 
Archbishop of Baltimore. 
He not only receives 
THE Lamp, but he reads 
it every month upon its 
arrival. You know he is 
a Franciscan. And I 
have heard him say that 
he could see no reason 
why those Franciscans 
at Graymoor, who held 
the full Catholic faith, 
might not be received 
corporately into the 
Catholic Church.”

THE BisHop’s PRONOUNCEMENT 


Dr. Leighton Coleman, Bishop of Delaware, who in 
the early days of the Graymoor foundation had acted 
in the official capacity of Episcopal Visitor, died in 
December, 1907. The next year Dr. Frederick Joseph 
Kinsman was elected his successor, and in the spring 
of 1909 the new Bishop entered into correspondence 
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with the Father Superior of the Society of the Atone- 
ment as one of the clergy subject to his canonical juris. 
diction, though residing outside the diocese. In order 
that he might the more thoroughly acquaint himself 
with the position on jurisdiction, et cetera, of the Editor 
of THE Lamp, he very courteously invited him to come 
to ‘‘Bishopstead” and be his guest for a day and a night 

Very different in its spirit of cordial hospitality was 
the reception accorded Father Paul on the occasion of 
this visit from that meted out to his father, Joseph N. 
Wattson, sixty-five years before, by the first Bishop 
of Delaware, Dr. Lee, when he called at the episcopal 
residence after being dismissed from the General 
Theological Seminary in 
New York as a Jesuit 
suspect. Yet in the end 
the advice given by the 
two bishops to father 
and son was sub- 
stantially the same 

Already in THe Lams 
Father Paul had openly 
stated his theological 
position and did not seek 
to minimize, palliate or 
hedge about anything in 
his private conference 
with the Bishop. He 
gave as clear an exposi- 
tion of the Society's 
position in relation to 
Rome on the one side, 
and Canterbury on the 
other, as he was able to 
give, and then rested to 
hearthe Bishop's 
answer. The latter said 
he would take plenty of 
time to think prayerfully 
over all that had been 
said and that in a few 
weeks Father Paul 
might expect a written 
reply. 

Once again the Gray- 
moor Religious returned 
to the little Friary on 
the top of the Mount of 
the Atonement, and 
awaited patiently the 
message God might 
vouchsafe to give him 
through the medium of the one to whom he owed 
canonical obedience as an ordained minister of the 
Episcopal Church. That answer would help to make 
more clear to the watching and waiting Friar the 
Will of God for himself and his companions. Not 
only was the Bishop of Delaware a celibate and a 
man of great prayerfulness and personal sanctity, but 
he was a theologian and scholar and mentally qualified 
to counsel wisely and well.

If there was any authority in the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church which the Father Founder of the Society 
of the Atonement might recognize as the voice of God, 
it had now spoken with explicit distinctiveness; for 
once, at any rate, the Anglican trumpet had given no 
uncertain sound. The Graymoor Friar clearly foresaw 
that if he insisted in persevering in his dual loyalty 
after such an episcopal pronouncement as this he was 
in imminent peril of running the Society of the Atone- 

ment on the rocks; the time 
to set sail directly for Rome 
had arrived. 


A TRIP TO WASHINGTON 


About one month later 
His Excellency, Monsignor 
Falconio, the Apostolic 
Delegate, returned to Wash- 
ington from his ad limina 
visit, and being mindful of 
the promise he made in the 
Spring before he sailed to 
Rome, he wrote to Father 
Paul James Francis, S.A., 
appointing Friday morning, 
August 13th, for the inter- 
view asked for. It was on 
the day previous, the Feast 
of St. Clare, that Father 
Paul set out from Graymoor 
on his momentous journey 
to the national capital. 

Arriving at the Apostolic 
Delegation, the poor little 
Friar from insignificant 
Graymoor, hidden among 
the Highlands of the Hud- 
son, was not kept waiting 
long in the small reception 
room. In a_ very few 
minutes the Papal Delegate 
entered and showed himself 
at once to be a simple, 
lowly son of St. Francis, 
though clothed officially 





tween the two Churches. 
You cannot serve either the 
Papal Church or the Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church well 
if you try to serve both at the same time. Either give 
up belief in a divinely established Papacy and in 
Roman dogmas as the one complete expression of the 
Christian faith, as one must do who is a consistent and 
contented Anglican, or else give up Anglican Orders, 
make an unqualified submission to the Latin Church, 
and be a good Roman Catholic. I have no hesitation 
in saying that if I were in your position I should choose 
the latter alternative. This would seem to be the 
natural outcome of the line of development you have 
adopted. For your own peace of mind and for the

Paul had to say, Monsignor Falconio advised him upon 
his return to Graymoor to address a letter to him em- 
bodying the petitions he desired the Holy See to grant 
the Society of the Atonement, and that he would take 
pleasure in forwarding the same to the Vatican. 

Pursuant to the instructions of the Apostolic Dele- 
gate, Father Paul, having returned to Graymoor, ad- 
dressed to him the following letter: 


His Excellency, Monsignor D. Falconio: 


Your Excellency-—In accordance with your

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permit me to place in writing, as simply and concisely 
as possible, the substance of what I said to you last 
Friday morning. 

Through Your Excellency I desire to approach the 
Holy See in the attitude of a suppliant, asking, not 
for myself alone, but for the Society of the Atonement 
and certain others associated with it, admission to the 
Fold of Peter. 

It is as a Society we ask for this admission, and our 
appeal is to the Holy Father for his sanction, protec- 
tion and governance, in order that the Name and Insti- 
tute (Society of the Atonement), which we believe we 
have derived from Our Lord Jesus Christ, may be con- 
firmed to us by His Vicar. 


Your Excellency will remember my telling you cer- 
tain things concerning my own vocation and that of the 
Reverend Mother Lurana Mary Francis explanatory of 
the strong and deep faith we have regarding the same, 
and I will not now attempt to repeat any of these 
things; but should your Excellency desire me to com- 
mit them in writing I will joyfully comply with your 
command. 

Briefly and concisely stated, the things we ask of 
the Holy See are these: 

(1) The acceptance of the Society of the Atone- 
ment in its entirety to submission and Catholic com- 
munion; 

(2) The confirmation of the Society's Name and 
Institute ; 

(3) Our reception as members of the Third Order 
of Saint Francis; 

(4) The acceptance in trust as the “Caput et Mater’ 
of the Society, St. Francis’ House, Graymoor, (which 
we call our “Portiuncula”’) and of the adjoining Mount 
of the Atonement and St. Paul’s Friary, a property of 
extraordinary beauty, twenty-four acres in extent; 

(5) The commission of our members, both the Friars 
of the Atonement and the Sisters of the Atonement, 
for work of (1) reconciling sinners unto God through 
the Precious Blood of the Atonement, (2) the winning 
of Anglicans and other non-papal Christians to the 
obedience of St. Peter, (3) the conversion of the 
heathen. 

In conclusion we wish to assure the Holy Father, 
through Your Excellency, that God has already gra- 
ciously bestowed upon us the gift of supernatural faith 


in every dogma of the Holy Catholic and Roman 
Church, and we abhor and detest all heresies—espe- 
cially Modernism—contrary to the same. Th 
From the very commencement of our Foundation at 

Graymoor, as far as we have been given the under- 
standing and power to do so, we have served the Holy 
See and borne witness (particularly by means of Tr 
Lamp) to the “jure divino” Primacy of the Roman 
Church. And now, should Divine Providence open the 
way for the admission of the Society of the Atonement 
into the Sheepfold of Peter, we will endeavor therein to 
serve to the utmost the interests of Our Lord Jesus 
Christ and His Vicar, the Father of Christendom.

So we will unite our 
prayers with theirs and we will say in the words of 
the Pater Noster: Hallowed be Thy Name, Thy 
Kingdom come, Thy will be done on earth as it is in 
heaven.” 

Commenting on this, the Catholic Record of London, 
Ontario, expresses the sentiments and feelings of all 
Catholics that: “it is the heartfelt regret of the Church 
that people of these dispositions do not worship with 
us, that they do not know Him in the Blessed Eucharist 
as we know Him, as really, 
truly and substantially present, 


In a sermon he preached recently in Philadelphia 
the Rev. Clarence Edward Macartney, pastor of a 
Presbyterian Church in Pittsburgh, declared that a 
large percentage of Protestant ministers of all denomi- 
nations are found to have rejected fundamental Chris- 
tian tenets, a condition that is of concern outside the 
ranks of Protestantism. Even “more appalling’ he 
called conditions among seminary students, declaring 
that the prevailing unbelief represents a “grand march 
to the rear on the part of the Protestant church.” And 
he added the significant remark that the concern of the 
ministers with such topics as pacifism and birth con- 
trol has resulted in loss of attendance and loss o! 
reverence on the part of their congregations. 


A news dispatch from Poland indicates these is a 
strong trend among the Orthodox schismatics towards 
a return to their ancient allegiance with the Holy Sex 
According to the religious statistics of the Republic ot 
Poland, which has a total population of about thirty- 
five million inhabitants, Catholics make up 77‘; o! 
this total, 67% being Catholics of the Latin Rite and

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The Labors of the Ursulines in America 


Four centuries ago a group of 
women met in community in 
Brescia, Italy, and with episcopal 
approbation began to live the reli- 
gious life under the patronage of 
Saint Ursula. The leader of this 
little band of 1535, Angela de 
Merici, set out upon her unique 
venture with a clearly defined ob- 
ective and a high resolve. Like 
ter contemporary Ignatius Loyola, 

would found an _ uncloistered 
Community of Religious to go forth 
into the highways and the city 
streets to do battle directly with the 
prevailing worldly disorder that 
was engulfing the Children of the 
Faith. Renaissance Italy furnished 
the scene onto which Angela’s ideal 
was projected. Europe of the age 
of the religious revolt furnished the 
field of its first endeavors. Almost 
a century elapsed before the final 


‘approval of the Constitutions was 


btained from Paul V. In the inter- 
vening decades the Community 
spread throughout Italy and into 
France and Germany. Meanwhile 
the Foundress’ ideal of an unclois- 
tered community had given way be- 
tore the force of the traditionaal 
model of life for female religious. 
In 1572, St. Charles Borromeo ob- 
tained the privilege of enclosure for 
the Ursulines, or the “Company of 
St. Ursula”, as they were originally 
called,

From within their cloistered 
walls, however, the Ursuline spirit 
reached out to embrace ever ex- 
panding fields of labor. When their 
early constitutions were drawn up, 
many matters of detail were left 
undefined, and the bond of unity 
consisted rather in the identity of 
‘oundation and purpose than in a 
centralized government to which all 
convents were at least remotely

subject. In 1905 a plan of union 
was approved by Pius X., and at the 
present time a large number of 
Communities of the Ursuline Fam- 
ily are bound together under a 
Superior General who resides at 
Rome. 

The fourth centenary of the 
Order’s corporate existence bears a 
special interest for Americans, since 
it so nearly coincides with the third 
centenary of the Ursulines’ arrival 
in America and the two-hundredth 
anniversary of their first establish- 
ment within the limits of what is 
now the United States. Their sub- 
sequent expansion in America has 
led them from the Gulf Coast of 
Louisiana to the frozen reaches of 
Alaska. 


FRANCIS PARKMAN INSPIRED BY THE 
CANADIAN URSULINES 


Nearly a century ago Francis 
Parkman, scion of Puritan New 
England, became fascinated by the 
story of French endeavor in the 
founding of Canada. Throughout 
the succeeding years of his life, 
eften under all but overwhelming 
physical handicaps, he traced this 
epic of High Romance and left to 
posterity what probably still 
remains, despite all its shortcom- 
ings, the outstanding product of 
American historical writing. Ex- 
plorer, coureur-de-bois, trader, 
soldier and missionary live again 
in the nine volumes of his history of 
France and England in North 
America and re-enact for later 
generations the tragedy and the 
splendor of New France. Victims 
of the mercantilism of Colbert and 
his school, the little colony by the 
banks of the St. Lawrence was also 
heir of the revival of religious life 
in France which gave to the Church 
cf modern times the works of Jean 
Jacques Olier, Cardinal de Berulle, 
St. John Eudes and St. Vincent de 
Paul. A high degree and measure 
of sanctity came from France to 
lay deep the foundations of religion 
and morality in the New World and 
brighten the homes set up in the 
northern wilderness. 


In 1639 THE URSULINES ANSWERED 
THE CALL OF THE NorTH 


Madame de la Peltrie, of Alen- 
con, in Normandy, offered her 
wealth to the service of the Can- 
adian missions, and in August of 
that year the first group of three 
Ursulines, together with three Hos- 
pital Sisters and Madame de la 
Peltrie, reached Quebec. The Hos- 
pital Sisters opened the Hotel Dieu, 
the first institution in Canada for 
the care of the sick, while the 
Ursulines began the first institution 
of learning for women north of the 
Rio Grande. 

The superior of this first group 
of Ursulines, Marie Guyard, known 
in Religion as Marie de l’Incarna- 
tion, has since her death gradually 
won a place among the half-score 
or so most outstanding women in 
the colonial history of North Amer- 
ica. Born in the historic town of 
Tours, France, in October, 1609, she 
was left a widow at the age of 
twenty, with an infant son to care 
for. For some years after the death 
of her husband she was engaged in 
the unusual occupation for one of 
her sex of superintending the work- 
men employed in the extensive 
trucking business conducted by her 
brother-in-law. These years of 
grinding toil were invaluable years 
tor the future superioress of the 
pioneer Ursulines of America, since 
this was very probably the time at 
which she obtained the energetic 
mastery of temporal affairs which, 
united with unusual heights in the 
contemplative life, led Bossuet to 
call her “The Theresa of her Time 
and of the New World.” 

Mere Marie and her companions 
came to New France for the 
primary purpose of instructing and 
Christianizing the Indians, and this 
was the work that ever remained 
dearest to the hearts of the Vener- 
able Mother and her daughters. For 
this purpose she cornposed a cate- 
chism in the Iroquoian and a Bible 
history in the Algonquin, and a dic- 
tionary in both languages. With 
the passing of years the Ursulines 
won for themselves an enduring 
place in the life of the colony. The 
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instruction of the French children, 
undertaken at virtually the same 
time as the inauguration of the 
Indian school, in later years came 
to demand the larger share of the 
Sister’s energies. It fell to the 
Ursulines of Quebec, as to their 
sister foundation in Louisiana 
somewhat later, to pass under the 
civil rule of an alien power as the 
turn of imperial ambitions worked 
cut their solution in the New 
World. In both instances, however, 
the new masters proved considerate 
and appreciative of the convents’ 
services for civilization and culture 
in pioneer America. It was singu- 
larly fitting that when the 
valiant defender of the Old 
Regime in Canada turned 
from all earthly glory atop 

the Plains of Abraham in 
September, 1759, his weary 
body found rest in the chapel 

of the Ursuline Convent. 

WITH THE OPENING OF THE 
EIGHTEENTH CENTURY, 
FRENCH COLONIAL ENTERPRISE 
AT LAST SUCCEEDED IN ESTAB- 
LISHING ITSELF ON THE COAST 
OF THE GULF OF Mexico. 

And again it was the Ursu- 
lines who undertook the of- 
fice of education and charity 
in this southern outpost of 
New France. This time their 
mission had its inception 
under somewhat more formal 
arrangements. A contract 
guaranteeing them the mate- 
rial facilities for carrying on 
their work was duly entered 
into between the Sisters and 
the Company of the Indies, 
which then administered the 
Louisiana colony, and a royal 
patent sanctioning and ap- 
proving the same was issued by 
Louis XV. Early in August, 1729, 
Mother Marie Tranchepain and a 
community of ten nuns reached 
New Orleans. 

The early annals of the Louisiana 
Ursulines are to a large extent a 
repetition of those of Quebec, with 
the torrid heats of the summer sub- 
stituted for the Arctic blasts of the 
northern winter. To the care of the 
French and Indians were added the 
instruction of the Negroes, who were 
already becoming a factor in the 
population of Louisiana. When 
those of the Acadian exiles who 
were fortunate enough to reach 
Louisiana arrived at New Orleans, 


they found welcome and assistance 
at the convent. To its enclosure 
went the chosen few from the 
settlements of the Gulf Coast and 
the distant prairies of the Illinois 
Country, who for the first time in the 
western country heard the call to 
the religious life and answered it. 
The first of these was Mary Turpin, 
the daughter of a Canadian father 
and an Illinois mother, and a native 
(Indian) of the Illinois Country. 
Known in religion as Sister St. Mar- 
tin, she made her profession in 1752 
and for the remaining nine years of 
her life fulfilled the duties of a lay 
sister in the New Orleans convent.

THE CHANGES OF SOVEREIGNTY 
THAT TOOK PLACE IN LOUISIANA 


in the opening years of the Nine- 
teenth Century were occasions of 
very real if brief apprehension to 
the Ursulines. The nuns, like a large 
portion of the inhabitants of the 
province, feared that the restoration 
of French rule in 1803 would mean 
the introduction of the most obnox- 
ious features of the French Revolu- 
tion. Despite the good will ex- 
pressed by Laussat, the newly ap- 
pointed French Prefect of Louisi- 


tne religious of the convent 
parted for Havana. Within a fey 
weeks another change of sover- 
eignty took place, whereby the ter 
ritory passed to the United States 
in virtue of the Louisiana Purchas: 
The expressions of good will and 
promises of immunity from | 
tendered the Sisters by Jefferson 
and Madison in the name of the 
government of the United States 
allayed their fears of the con- 
sequences of another change oi 
civil masters. A decade later it 
was a nun of the convent who on 
the historic Sunday morning of 
January 8, 1815, made a vow 
to have a Mass of Thanksgiv- 
ing offered annually if the 
Mother of God vouchsafed 
victory to the American forces 
at the Battle of New 
Orleans. 








When the spirit of intoler- 
ance swept the United States 
in the fourth decade of the 
nineteenth century, it left the 
Ursuline Convent at Charles- 
town, Massachusetts, a mass 
of smouldering ashes. But 
when the unfriendly govern- 
ments in Europe forced the 
retirement of the religious 
orders, the Ursulines found 
asylum and welcome in the 
American East and Middle 
West. From Bavaria later 
bands came to New York and 
to St. Louis, while the Ne- 
braska Ursulines trace their 
foundation to the dispersive 

legislation of the Kultur- 
kampf. In 1845 a small group 
of French religious estab- 
lished the well known Brown 
County Community in Ohio. 

The demands of a new day have 
made necessary the extension of the 
sphere of Ursuline educational 
enterprise, and collegiate establish- 
ments today complete the founda- 
tions laid in seventeenth-century 
Quebec. But the spirit of Mere

Our 
workers are clamoring for “deeds” 
which result from live faith rather 


than for creeds which have 
duced the greed of our day. The 
world of our day needs another 
Francis of Assisi, and when he ap- 
pears there will be another world 
revival of religion. Our country 
often loved its villains as 
defiantly as its heroes. Yet, Amer- 
ica is not really deceived. She 
knows well enough that her ‘‘faith- 
less problem” is a serious one, and 
that the average ‘‘Red” is 
about as unlikable as any 
character that the Civilized 
World has yet produced. 
Despite the fact that the 
world has no more warmly 
idealized convention than

of a holy man is often 
called eccentricity by 
worldly critics. Every 
great man in every age, has 
been considered an oddity, if 
not exactly a silly person, by 
his contemporaries. Yet 
what the worldlings call ec- 
centricity usually goes with 
great strength of character 
and moral courage.

The most successful man 
in modern Ireland was the 
poorest—a Dublin working- 
man. For a period of thirty 
years, he followed almost 
daily the same route to his 
work in Dublin. Down Sum- 
mer Street to Portland Row 
Chapel, where he stopped to 
have a chat with “the Man 
above”. From there, he 
crossed to Amiens Street and 
another visit to the Blessed 
Sacrament at St. Laurence 
O’Toole’s Church. 

To-day, Our Holy Father 
is calling the laity to enlist “‘to 
restore all things in Christ”. And 
the simple story of Matt. Talbot has 
an especial significance in this age 
of the layman. 

WHAT AN ORDINARY STORY JUDGED 
BY WORLDLY STANDARDS! 


He was born in 1856 and went to 
work at twelve. For almost twenty 
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years, he was a bricklayer’s laborer 
until he started work at Martin’s 
Timber Yard in Dublin. Those 
years at Martin’s do not seem to be 
marked by extraordinary events. 
His was the life of the ordinary 
workingman, save that for the period 
of thirty years before his death he 
led a hidden life of great prayer 
and penance unknown to the world. 

He wrote few letters. His only 
sister, now living—and I am proud 
to call her my dear friend—cared 
for his little wants during the thirty 
years prior to his death. He lived 
in his little room at Upper Rutland 
Street and she resided in her little 
home close by in North Circular 
Road. He never married and he 
never travelled. He rose early 
each morning to attend Holy Mass 
before work. He returned to his 
little room from work daily a bout 
7 p.m. He spent his evenings “at 
home” praying and reading books 
which humanly one would have con- 
sidered far beyond the reach of a 
workingman. No spiritual or theo- 
logical treatise seemed too deep for 
“the holy man of Ireland,” as one 
of Dublin’s most distinguished 
priests called him. 

A day perfectly fulfilled must in 
many aspects be a miniature of a 
well-spent life. It must have work 
and prayer init. It must be planned 
on faith—‘Life’s Greatest Posses- 
sion”’—if it is to give happiness. 
The greater the faith, the greater 
the happiness! 

Time was when silence was 
golden. In these days of blatant 
publicity there is no metal precious 
enough by which to judge the 
estimable quality of reticence. After 
years of character training, how 
many of us have learned when to 
say nothing? Do we honestly try 
to practise the Charity of Christ 
which is the alpha and omega of 
our faith? The word in the wrong 
place, the word at the wrong time, 
the word that shall never have been 
uttered-—and has disastrous results. 
What do we care about what the 
world thinks if our tongues are 
bridled? You have only to look at 
the majority of cases in our Courts 
and see what havoc a careless 
guard on the tongue can cause. A 
life of real faith must be a life of 
real Charity.

No one to-day lives who knew 
him as that dear sister who cared 
for his little wants daily for thirty 
years. She can tell you of the 
worker who “existed” on frugal 
meals so that others might be 
helped. How often his daily lunch 
went to the less fortunate was 
revealed to me in Martin’s Timber 
Yard in Dublin by men who worked 
side by side with him for years. 
The idea that Matt. ‘‘only” gave to 
the education of priests for Foreign 
Missions is wrong. His charity, 
like that of the Master, was uni- 
versal. He was as ready to help the 
Sisters at Gloucester Street in 
Dublin, as he was to contribute to 
the St. Vincent de Paul Society. 

But joy in work is not regulated 
by its scale or scope. Millions of 
humble persons lavish enthusiasm 
upon humble forms of work. They 
find delight in doing it well, not 
merely to please their employer but 
to please the Master Worker, Christ 
the Carpenter. Without this legiti- 
mate pride to please Him, the great 
mundane movement could not go on. 
We do not know how much we owe 
to the little folk who put so much 
fire and ardor into their job as the 
great folk put into theirs. Cynics 
may say what they may, but faith 
is the most evident thing in life. 

It was the Christian home which 
gave Matt. Talbot that atmosphere 
of faith which surrounded him 
through life, even in those days 
when he was a victim to the vice 
of drink. A good Catholic father 
and mother ruled an_ intensely 
Catholic home where the incense of 
prayer ascended daily to Heaven. 
Like millions of workers of our day, 
the struggle for life necessitated 
that Matt. should leave school at 
tender years. In his early twenties, 
he contracted the habit of drinking 
heavily. His sister often told me 
of the anxiety of a fond mother to 
save her son from the vice of all 


ages. ‘Matt. couldn’t do things in 
halves,” she said. Hence, he drank 
heavily. 


The story of St. Monica and St. 
Augustine belongs to the classics of 
mother love. Only mothers can 
feel the sorrows of that Dublin 
mother of nearly half a century 
ago! Nobody can know much 
about life who does not know sor- 


row. You could not appreciate the 
glory of the sun if you had never 
stood in the cold shadows, and you 
will not understand the height or 
depth that human nature can spar 
until you have seen it through eyes 
that were misty with tears. Sorrow 
must come in this world and 
mothers can never escape it. As a 
great writer says: ‘Out of sorrow 
have the worlds been built, and a 
the birth of a child or a star there 
is pain.” 

Before Matt. Talbot reached hb; 
thirtieth year, he had conquered hi 
vice. ‘Matt. was always the sou! 
of honor,” says his sister. He had 
taken the pledge and no one 








doubted his ability to keep it. Last 
year in Dublin, I met one of Matt 
of his drinking days. Thi

“friends” 
man today is one of many 
of the Cause of Matt. He is 
now “through the prayers of 
Matt.” 

Wherever you go in Dublin, be it 
to Martin’s where he worke: 
the neighborhood where he lived 
you will hear “Matt. was a real 
man.”” He made an impression or 
his fellow workers. They wouldn't 
swear before him out of a sense o! 
reverence they had towards him 
They looked on him as a man apart 
How few at Martin’s ever surmised 
that—‘‘the greatest Irishman of hi 
day” practised the austerities of St 
Enda and St. Kevin? Little di 
the many who passed this holy man 
daily, in his long walk from Upper 
Rutland Street to his work, know ot! 
the long hours he spent in praye: 
and fasting. 

Today, in the tenement house 
where he had his little room there 
are two persons who knew him for 
over twenty years. One is a Catho- 
lic woman and the other a non- 
Catholic man. Both assured the 
writer that “Matt. Talbot was an 
extraordinarily holy man.” Today, 
there are neighbors of his still liv- 
ing in that locality who can tell you 
of “the flickering light” seen in his 
room in the small hours of the 
morning. His iron bed, his wooden 
pillow, the scanty covering reveale¢ 
a little of his personal austerities.

One incident changed his whole 
life. Matt. and a number of others 











were drinking with a fiddler. The 
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r pawned his fiddle. The 

y was spent on more liquor.

Fortunate Indeed Are Catholics 


An impressive tribute to the 
Catholic Church by Hugh Wilson, 
veteran diplomat recently appointed 
American Ambassador to Germany, 
appears in his recent volume, en- 
titled, “The Education of a Diplo- 
mat.” The volume, published by 
Longmans, Green & Co., reveals the 
author's experiences and impres- 
sions as a member of the American 
diplomatic service in France, Por- 
tugal, Guatemala, Chili, Germany, 
the old Austro-Hungarian Empire 
and Switzerland. 

In his impressions of Guatemala 
Ambassador Wilson writes: 

“On the outskirts of the city lies 
a steep hill, the Cerrito del Carmen. 
Like all bold positions in Catholic 
lands, the summit is crowned with 
a church. I used to climb there 
often in the late afternoon and listen 
to the evening service. The place 
was lonely, far above the city, and 
the worshippers were usually re- 
stricted to a handful of Indians who 
had come in for market, climbed the 
hill and had left their baskets and 
burdens at ‘the door. After the 
bright sunlight, the interior was 
dark, lit by two candles only and 
the open door. As my eyes became 
accustomed to the dusk, I began to 
distinguish the comforting colors of 
old velvet and tapestry and to watch 
the candlelight wink on old Spanish 
silver. The incense would reach my 
nostrils while the priest murmured 
in Latin, and the blackhaired fig- 
ures in brilliant shawls kneeled 
silently before him. 


His THOUGHTS OF THE CHURCH 


“Then I would go out and lie on 
the grass, looking down on the old 
city. 

“I am not a Catholic, but I began 
to think of the Church. I thought 
of its vitality and its ability to sur- 
vive. As an historical monument 
alone, it is unique in Western civili- 
zation. I was about to couple 
Roman law with the Church as 
another example of survival, but 
it is not fair. Roman law has been 
distorted and changed; the Catho- 


lic Church has remained what it 
was. It kept alive the pursuit of 
classical learning through the Mid- 
dle Ages, it carried on the tradition 
of Rome, and enjoyed the prestige 
of the former Empire. Supple but 
unchangeable, diplomatic but stub- 
born, it has lived through the crash 
of Kingdom, Empire and Democ- 
racy. It remains what it was cen- 
turies ago, rebuking the rulers of 
the world when it appears needful, 
the only force in the West that is 
listened to with reverence beyond 
national frontiers. It is a force 
with which rulers must reckon, 
whether they like it or not, whether 
they believe or not in the Catholic 
faith. The mightiest of statesmen 
have been beaten by its persistence. 


INESTIMABLE Boon 


“T thought of the nearness of the 
Church to its people, of its extraor- 
dinary ability to be all things to all 
men. It appeals to the peasant and 
to the man of education; an appeal 
by different means, by different 
facets, but at core the same. The 
edifice itself is a place to be used. 
The Indian brings his lunch and 
eats it in the cool porch of the 
church. He brings his children and 
his animals to be blessed. He is 
married in it, he is buried from it 
and he stops in it as he passes, to 
say his prayer. 


Orrers REPOSE FROM Doust 


“To the intellectual it offers 
repose from doubt and struggle, the 
certainty and authority of final deci- 
sion that render the soul struggle 
futile. It is all things to all men. 
The priest in his confessional deals 
with every class of human error; no 
son or daughter of the Church but 
may share his burden and so alle- 
viate it. It takes infinite interest in 
the daily doings of mankind and so 
understands him. Because Cathol- 
icism can be simple to the simple 
man, it is the inestimable boon to 
millions. Fortunate indeed are 
those who are born in the faith.”

The Catholic Theatre Movement 


By Rev. THomas F. Carey, O.P. 


At the moment there is much 
concern throughout the country in 
Catholic circles regarding what is 
known as the Catholic Theatre 
Conference. To explain the aim 
and achievements of the Confer- 
ence might suggest that those who 
are connected with it wish to boast 
because its success is so phenome- 
nal. However, the Catholic Theatre 
Conference has achieved first of all 
the support of practically all signifi- 
cant Catholic dramatic groups, 
parochial, collegiate and those 
under any other such sponsorship. 
These group members now number 
over 200. Further, it has enlisted 
the aid of over 400 individual mem- 
bers. With the aid of funds, 
provided by the assessed dues, the 
Conference has been adequately 
equipped to function in its chosen 
field. 

BEFORE THE ACHIEVEMENTS OF 
THE CONFERENCE BE_ DISCUSSED, 
CREDIT IS DUE TO THE COURAGEOUS 
MEN WHO MADE IT POSSIBLE, among 
whom must be mentioned Emmet 
Lavery, playwright and author of 
The First Legion, Monsignor’s 
Hour, The Second Spring, and direc- 
tor of the Play Service Bureau of 
the Federal Theatre Project; Rev- 
erend Urban Nagle, O.P., Ph.D., 
founder of the Blackfriars’ Guild, 
author of Barter, prize-winning 
Longmans-Green play, also author 
of Catherine the Valiant, The Risen 
Generation and Savonarola; Rev- 
erend F. G. Dineen, S.J., founder of 
the Loyola Community Theatre; 
Reverend F. X. Talbot, editor of 
America; and Reverend James J. 


McLarney, O.P., S.T.D., poet and 
orator. Their foresight and enthu- 
siasm not only brought about the 
conventions at which the possibility 
of the Conference was discussed, 
but also created the Conference. In 
June, 1937, at the Loyola Com- 
munity Theatre in Chicago, these 
men and the many hundreds who 
responded to their invitation made 
definite plans for the Conference. 
Then after a few months they met 
again in August at The Catholic 
University of America in Washing- 
ton, D. C., and with due delibera- 
tion formulated a practical plan of 
action upon which the Conference 
was to proceed until the next Con- 
vention in June, 1939, at the Catho- 
lic University. 

Under the leadership of Reverend 
John H. Mahoney, D.D., as Presi- 
dent, Mr. Charles Costello as Vice 
President, Mr. E. Francis Mc- 
Devitt as Treasurer, and Reverend 
Thomas F. Carey, O.P., as Secre- 
tary, and with the aid of the Execu- 
tive Board, composed of Mr. Emmet 
Lavery, Reverend Urban J. Nagle, 
O.P., Ph.D., Mr. Moran Griffin, 
Reverend F. G. Dineen, S.J., Sister 
Mary Louis, and Mrs. Josephine 
Callan, the Conference began to 
function. It criticized and recom- 
mended play scripts and thus 
provided the material for play 
services. It began to publish a 
periodical tentatively called The 
Bulletin, in which articles concern- 
ing both the technical and the ar- 
tistic aspects of the theatre were dis- 
cussed, and which provided prac- 
tical information to all the mem- 
bers of the Conference. For the

First of all the answer can be 
found in the fact that the Cathol 
Church in this country within ou: 
own era has become conscious of 
its mission regarding culture. Liter- 
ary and poetic movements have al- 
ready been well organized. Only 
the theatre has been neglected. 
This reason alone should prove suf- 
ficient to justify the existence 
the Conference. But since Labor 
has taken the stage as its platform 
since the Communists have als 
found the stage to be the most ef- 
fective medium for presenting their 
ideology, and since millions are be- 
ing subjected as a consequence to 
many false theories of economics 
and morals, and since among these 
millions may be numbered thou- 
sands of Catholics, there is an 
evident and definite need that the 
Catholic attitude towards life, 
whether it be moral or economic, 
should be presented upon the stage. 
However, it is financially impos- 
sible at the moment to invade the 
legitimate theatre to fulfill such a 
purpose. Consequently through the 
means of the Catholic Theatre Con- 
ference which aims to create a posi- 
tive Catholic Theatre, will the 
Catholic view of life eventually find 
itself ON STAGE.

The Campaign to raise Twenty-Five Thousand Dollars for the Father General to take to Rome in 
October as the first down payment on an acre of ground, upon which is to be erected later the Church 
of the Atonement, and which we call the Graymoor Friars’ Roman Foundation, is now under full sail, 
like a ship headed for port, wafted along by favorable breezes. We have made a successful start. 
Letters to all our Union-That-Nothing-Be-Lost Members and Lamp Subscribers have been mailed out 
and the returns, as we go to press, are coming in on the flood. 

We are able to report to you that cash contributions now amount to Eight Thousand Dollars, 
and one of our benefactors has already made a loan of one thousand dollars at three per cent and 
promises before October 1st another two thousand dollars at the same low rate of interest. A man and 
his wife are making a loan of fifteen hundred, also at 3°: and another party five hundred with no inter- 
est asked for. This will bring the total available for the down payment to Thirteen Thousand Dollars, 
leaving Twelve Thousand still to be raised. 

Let me help you visualize what this Roman Foundation means for the Society of the Atonement! 
Like the Catholic Church, of which it is part, our holy Institute is not local, but cosmopolitan. It is 
intended for the whole world. Every day the Friars and Sisters of the Atonement pray that we may 
become missionaries in all lands and we believe the prayer is going to be answered. 

In the first Chapel that was erected on the Mount of the Atonement, one Saturday night in Lent, 
thirty-four years ago, Our Lord appeared, hanging upon the Cross, making an Atonement for the sins 
of the whole world. Our Lady knelt on the side nearest to His Sacred Heart. In between her and the 
Cross appeared a White Globe, and we understand the significance of the globe to be the fulfillment 
of the prophecy of Isaias concerning the Messiah: “He shall sprinkle many nations” with His 
Precious Blood. ‘Though the sins (of the people) be as scarlet, they shall (by it) be made as white 
as snow,” 

It is the vocation of the Society of the Atonement in union with the Redeemer of the World to 
help fulfill that prophecy to sprinkle not some sma'l corner of the earth alone, but “many nations,” 
giving heed to the command of Christ, “Go ye into all the world. Preach the Gospel to every crea- 
ture. Make disciples of all nations.” We believe the day will come when we shall be able to say of 
the Society of the Atonement as is so often said of the British Empire, that upon its houses and mis- 
sionary centers the sun never sets. i 

And when that day comes and in all parts of the world the Friars, Sisters and Tertiaries of the 
Society of the Atonement shall be laboring for the conquest of the world for Christ, sprinkling the 
people everywhere with the Precious Blood of the Atonement, all the Sons and Daughters of the Atone- 
ment wherever they may be stationed, whether in America, Europe, Asia, Africa or the Islands of the 
Sea, will be looking towards Rome and in their mental vision they will behold the Church of the Atone- 
ment, close beside St. Peter’s and the Holy Father's House and the beautiful Church and Convent of 
Our Lady of the Atonement on Monte del Gallo, just a wee bit farther from St. Peter’s, and on a level 
with the dome of the Great Basilica. . ie 

When you catch that vision in union with us at Graymoor, you will be more inclined, I am sure, 
'o contribute something, though it be of the dimension and quality of the Widow’s Mite, towards the 
purchase of the land and the erection of that great Central Church of the Atonement. If you have 
not already responded to the letter I mailed you a few days ago I now ask you to dispatch your contribu- 
tion as soon as possible to the Roman Foundation of the Franciscan Friars of the Atonement.

“Lay up to yourselves treasures in heaven, for 
where thy treasure is, there is thy heart also!” 

These words of Our Lord rather remind us of the 
old saying about the “pot of gold at the end of the 
rainbow,” so suggestive of CHiNA, the land of golden 
opportunity, presenting as it does the material by which 
we may pave a pathway to heaven of ransomed baby 
souls. China is a magnet for the Missionaries of 
Christ, both Religious and Lay, secure in the knowl- 
edge of the reward which Our Lord has promised: 
“Inasmuch as ye have done it unto these, My little 
ones, ye have done it unto Me!” 

This month Sr. Clementia of Tsinan has written us 
a letter which will convey more than any words of 
mine an aspect of the true conditions in Christian 
China. You will note we were only able to send from 
our funds ten dollars for the ransom of two babies, 
SO'‘GREAT were the other demands upon us from Mis- 
sionaries engaged in similar work: 

Dear Reverend Father: 

In deep gratitude we acknowledge the receipt of Ten 
Dollars, which you so kindly sent for the purchase of 
two Chinese babies. May the Giver of all gifts 
reward you as He alone knows how! Be assured of a 
daily memento in our prayers! 

We are still living in the perilous times of war and 
much poverty and misery is brought along with it. Our 
hearts go out to the numberless poor and therefore 
every donation, be it great or small, is well spent among 
God’s poor. 

About two months ago a sick lady came to the 
Dispensary with a baby of twenty days. They being 
so poor and the mother sick, we asked them if they 
would not give us the baby? “No! No!” the mother 
said, “It is our only child and we cannot part with it, 
no matter how poor we are!” 

Knowing that the poor child’s days would not be 
many under such circumstances, Sister was told to 
baptize the baby, which she did—‘Benedicta”. Two

days ago someone came and asked for the Sister to gi 
ona sick call. Sister and a companion went along and 
were brought to the bedside of this poor lady. Sister has 
instructed and baptized her, but her days are few be- 
fore she will go to meet her Divine Master. Littl 
Benedicta has now been given to us after being almost 
starved. She is now three months and weighs only 
five pounds, all skin and bones. Sister in the pediatric 
department is trying her utmost to keep little Bene- 
dicta alive and we hope she will succeed. There are 
many more such cases, which we cannot always get t 
and the poor people, too, do not like to part with their 
children, even though they all have to starve. 

Work in the Mission is not wanting. We have our 
hospital filled and the dispensary work too is picking 
up again. At one dispensary more than three hundred 
patients are cared for daily. 

For the last six months we have had refugees in our 
Compound and were only able to return to their homes 
recently. Many of them are taking instructions non 
and thirteen were baptized on Holy Saturday. The 
Missions all over were or are filled with refugees 
and by the charity toward them in their great need, 
many, many have been converted to our holy Faith. 

Again thanking you, Reverend Father and all the

As Spiritual Director of the Rosary League, I have 
been remiss in not introducing our Rosarians sooner 
to the FRANCISCAN Crown, or the Rosary OF THE 
Seven Joys OF THE BLESSED VIRGIN. 


All the Friars and Sisters of the Atonement from 
the first establishment of the Rosary League of Our 
Lady of the Atonement, thirty-seven years ago, have 
daily recited the Franciscan Rosary of seven decades, 
meditating either on the Seven Joys or the Seven 
Sorrows of the Blessed Virgin from day to day, and we 
should long ago have recommended to our Rosarians 
that they, too, adopt the use of the Franciscan Rosary 
tather than the Dominican one, which generally 
prevails among the Faithful. 


And now let me tell you something about the Fran- 
ciscan Crown, or the Rosary of the Seven Joys of the 
Blessed Virgin, which dates back to the year 1422. 

The famous Franciscan historian, Fr. Luke Wadding, 
relates that a very pious young man, who had been 
admitted to the Franciscan Order in that year, had, 
previous to his reception, been accustomed to adorn a 
statue of the Blessed Virgin with a wreath of fresh 
and beautiful flowers as a mark of his piety and devo- 
tion. Not being able to continue this practice in the 
novitiate, he repined very much, and finally decided 
to quit the cloister and return to the world. 

Our Lady then appeared to him and prevented him 
from carrying out his purpose. ‘‘Do not be sad and 
cast down, my son,” she said sweetly, “because you are 
no longer permitted to place wreaths of flowers on my 
statue. | shall teach you to change this pious practice 
into one that will be far more pleasing to me and far 
more meritorious to your soul. In place of the flowers 
that soon wither and can not always be found, you can 
weave for me a crown from the flowers of your prayers 
that will always remain fresh and can always be had. 

“Recite one Our Father and ten Hail Marys in honor 
of the joy I experienced when the angel announced to 
me the Incarnation of the Son of God. Repeat these 
same prayers in honor of the joy I felt on visiting my 
cousin Elizabeth. Say them again in honor of the 
supreme happiness that filled my heart on giving birth

grave on Easter Sunday. Finally, for the seventh time 
repeat these prayers in honor of my own glorious and 
joyful Assumption into heaven, when I was crowned 
Queen of Heaven and Earth. If you recite thes 
prayers as I have directed, rest assured, dear son, you 
will weave for me a most beautiful and acceptable 
crown and will merit for yourself innumerable graces. 

When Our Lady had disappeared, the overjoyed 
novice at once began to recite the prayers in honor 
of her Seven Joys,as she had directed. While he was 
deeply engrossed in this devotion, the Novice Master 
happened to pass by and, behold! he saw an angel 
weaving a marvelous wreath of roses and after every 
tenth rose inserting a golden lily. When the wreath 
was finished, the angel placed it on the head of the 
praying novice. The master then demanded under 
holy obedience that the youth tell him the meaning of 
the vision. Joyfully, yet fearfully, the novice complied. 
The good priest was so impressed with what he had 
seen and heard, that he immediately made it known to 
his brethren. Thus the practice of reciting the Crown 
of the Seven Joys of the Blessed Virgin soon spread 
through the entire Franciscan Order and became on 
of the favorite devotions of the Friars. 

Later, it became customary to add two Hail Marys 
in honor of the seventy-two years that Our Lady is 
said to have lived on earth, and one Our Father and 
Hail Mary for the intention of the Pope to gain the 
indulgences. 

I recommend to our Rosarians that they secure a 
seven decade Rosary with the indulgences attached. 
The Franciscan Rosary can be ordered from the Fran- 
ciscan Sisters of the Atonement, Graymoor, Garrison.

So intense was the hatred of the 
Monophisites of Egypt toward the Catholics of Con- 
stantinople that when the armies of Islam besieged 
Alexandria, they opened the gates of the City and wel- 
comed them in, preferring to be “hewers of wood and 
drawers of water’ to the Saracens rather than be any 
longer politically subject to the Catholic Greeks. 

Sympathy with the Spanish Leftists in the life and 
death struggle now going on between Communism and 
Catholicism for mastery in Spain reveals the same 
hatred, though in less degrees, of Protestant Christians 
of our own day and nation towards the Catholic Church, 
and is the explanation of why they are on the side of 
the Communistic government and persist in calling the 
Nationalists ‘‘Rebel’” although they now have control of 
three-quarters of the Spanish domain. In a clear-cut 
fight between Christ and Antichrist—for that is what it 
amounts to—it seems incredible that those who profess 
to call themselves the followers of Christ should prefer 
to support the cause of Atheism rather than Catholi- 
cism. No man with an unprejudiced judgment, who 
acquaints himself with the facts, could fail to see the 
issue in Spain at the present time. The so-called 
Spanish Government has been increasingly dominated 
by Communistic elements since the abdication of 
King Alphonsus. Everybody knows that the Com- 
munist Minority was allowed, having gotten control of 
the Government, to express their animosity to Chris- 
tianity and their anti-Christian spirit by burning 
churches and monasteries and later, when war was de- 
clared, by shooting down and murdering every priest 
that they could catch until the number they put to death 
amounted to more than twelve thousand. We know 
that they butchered citizens of Catholic sympathies, 
dragging them out of their houses, shooting them, cast- 
ing their bodies unburied into the sea or throwing them 
from precipices to be devoured by hungry dogs, not by 
mere thousands but by myriads. And yet— blinded 
by their prejudice against the Catholic Church, even a 
Bishop of the Episcopal Church and an Editor of one 
of its leading periodicals, can be found to profess their 
friendship for so-called “Spanish Democracy” and 
somehow persuade themselves that it is a real De- 
mocracy, though the brand of Russian Sovietism is 
stamped so strongly upon it that only the prejudicially 
blind could fail to see it.

Have the Gregorian Masses Said For Your Dead 


Whenever it lies within the financial capacity of our Catholic people to do so, they should make provision 
for a set of Gregorian Masses to be said as soon after the death of a member of the family as possible. 

St. Gregory the Great, who occupied the Pontifical Chair from 590 to 640, tells in his “Dialogues” that 
he caused Thirty Masses to be said on Thirty Consecutive Days for the repose of the soul of Justus, a monk 
who had died in his Convent of St. Andrew on Mt. Coelius in Rome. dt the end of the Thirtieth Mass the 
leceased appeared to his brother Copious, who had assisted him as a physician in his last illness, and an- 
nounced that he had been delivered from the flames of Purgatory. 

In their “Lives of the Saints” the Bolandists also tell us that on the Thirtieth Day St. Gregory was him- 
self assured of the deliverance of the soul of Justus. An inscription in the Church of SS. Andrew and Greg- 
ory, erected on the spot of the dwelling of the holy Pontiff, confirms the fact. 

St. Gregory was further instructed by Divine Revelation upon the Efficacy of these Thirty Masses, and 
recommended the practice on many occasions. 

Pope Benedict XIII. extolled the pious practice. In a sermon he preached in 1720 in the Cathedral of 
Benevento, of which he was then Archbishop, he said: “The reason of the special utility of this custom lies 
in the merits of St. Gregory, who obtains by the great efficacy of his prayers the satisfactory virtue for these 
Thirty Masses." The devotion to the Poor Souls which has grown considerably in our days has contributed 
to the vast increase of the custom of having the Gregorian Masses offered for the souls of the departed. They 
have proven of the Greatest Assistance to our Missionary Priests.
